MUST RETURN STEAMERS. 


The full text of the British Minister's report to the Note 

"by the Chinese Foreign Ministry on the subject of the seizure of 

- British steamers at Wanhsien by General Yang Sen hag now 
been issued and {s given below. 

' The British Government reserves all its rights in connection 

‘ with’ this “grave incident,” the immediate cause of which is 

referted to as being the “high-handed action” of General Yang. 


Sen in commandeering a British ship’ to transport Chinese troops, ,, 
this being eid to Britain's policy of neutrality in Chinese 


civil wars. 


* Tt is further’ stated that ‘the British Gévernment is quite” 
» wnable to tolerate the forcible detention of the two British ships, 
~‘whilat General Yang Sen's action is, described as, amounting to 


nothing less than piracy. 


An assurance is given that British officials on the spot will 
‘ endeavour to arrange an amicable. settlement, but a3 a pre-” 
liminary to discussion it is essential that. the two steamers

On September 5th, H M. 8. 
Widgeon and the s.s. Kiawo, the 
latter manned by four naval officers 
and 60 men, proceeded to Wanhsien 
to assist H. M. S. Coékchafer in 
effecting the relense ‘of ‘the ‘ships 
‘and .their ‘officers: "As they ap- 
proached the detained vessels, the 
Kiawo was met’ with a murderous 
rifle, and machine-gun fire without 
any‘ warning by" the Chinese 
soldi "3, and the other British ves- 
sels” Were subjected to heivy rifle 
and field gun fire from the troops 
ashore." The gunboats, in self-de- 
fence, were compelled to return the 
fire against this’ point; including 
the town of Wahhsien from which 
they were being ‘attacked. : They 
ultimately went down riyer, hav- 
ing effected the release of five out 
of! the six officers.
